“The use of shoulder and breast may 
be greatly extended if the bones are 
removed. . Butchers, however, dislike 
to do this because of the labor involved. 
Any housewife can readily learn to re- 
move the shoulder blade, ends of the 
ribs, or other bone by the use of a thin 
knife. A few minutes spent this way 
will produce a desirable roast from a 
piece of meat otherwise suitable only 
for stews.” 


In reference to different cuts and 
their uses this same authority speaks 
of the shoulder and breast as follows

a Dismal Failure,-: 


Dr.LaddT homasSays 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 


Chicago’s experience with revival 
campaigns has proved their futility 
as compared with the steady work of 
‘the Sunday schools, according to the 
Rev. J. 8. Laid ‘Thomas, pastor of the 
Austin Methodist Episcopal church. 

Dr. Thomas was one of the speakers 
-yesterday at a dinner for Methodist 
ministers of Chicago and suburbs ar- 
ranged by the board of Sunday schools 
|of the denomination, which is holding 
its annual session at the Edgewater 
Beach: hotel. 


Billy Sunday campaign a year ago. 
He characterized that meeting as a 
dismal failure. 


‘Biny Su committee in charge of the 


“Chicago has had several big evan- 
gelistic campaigns,” Dr. Thomas said. 
“One was led by Gipsy Smith. It was 
as pleasant and as balmy as a summer 
day and about as lasting. The next 
meeting was led by the late Dr. J. 
Witbur Chapman and Charles Alex- 
ander. Dr. Chapman was an almost 
ideal preacher. The campaign was 
scientifically managed, but did not raise 
a ripple on the surface of Chicago's 
religious life. The next was the big- 
gest effort of all, under Billy Sunday. 
A’ splendid lot of laymen gave hours, 
days, and weeks to the campaign. We 
all codperated heartily and honestly, 
but the campaign was a dismal failure 
and we all know it.

A clash between the boards of the 


national Sunday School association, un- 
less the association changes its plans, 
was predicted by Dr. Edgar Blake, cor- 
responding secretary of the Methodist 
Dr. Blake charged the present inter- 
national organization is undemocratic 
and not friendly to the various denom- 
inations with which it professes to co- 
operate.
